REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellexcy, 

JOHN  L.  ROUTT,  Governor  of  Colorado:  ^ 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  Edu- 
cation of  the  Mute  and  Blind  of  Colorado  is  full}'  set 
forth  in  the  Treasurer’s  Report  accompanying  this.  In 
explanation  of  the  deficit  set  forth  therein  I have  to  say 
that  in  view  of  an  attack  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and 
typhoid  fever,  the  Board  decided  that  we  must  have  a 
hospital  building.  Accordingly  one  was  built.  The  cost 
of  this  building,  and  the  excess  of  insurance  we  were 
called  upon  to  ]>ay  above  the  appropriation  for  that  pur- 
pose, offsets  this  deficit. 

In  regard  to  the  “improvement,  health  and  discipline” 
of  the  ])upils,  1 have  to  say  that  these  matters  are  fully 
detailed  in  the  accompanying  report  of  our  Superintend- 
ent. The  value  of  the  real  estate,  the  number  of  pupils 
in  attendance,  and  the  number  of  officers  and  teachers 
employed,  with  the  salary  of  each,  is  hereto  attached. 

To  make  our  institution  more  complete  and  effective, 
we  are  in  need  of  an  appropriation  of  $40,CKX).  This  sum 
would  jirovide  for  the  following  improvements  : 

An  Industrial  building,  with  the  necessar}’  power  and 
machiner}';  a fully  ecjuipped  gymnasium;  an  electric 
light  ])lant;  a suj)erintendent’s  cottage;  necessary  school 
appliances;  an  addition  to  our  library';  a full}"  equipped 
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bakery;  a store  room;  a cold  storage  room;  kitchen  furni- 
ture; paved  walks;  plumbing  in  the  school  building,  and 
an  additional  boiler  for  our  steam  heating  plant.

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PHYSICMX’S  BEPORT. 


Colorado  Springs,  Nov.  1st,  1892. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  Deaf  and  Blind  Institute: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  submit  the  customary  report 
expected  of  me  at  the  expiration  of  every  second  year,  up- 
on the  sanitary  condition  and  health  of  the  Institute  for 
the  Deaf  and  Blind.  I am  glad  to  report  that  the  health 
of  the  Institution  has  been  much  better  and  that  there 
have  been  fewer  cases  of  sickness  than  for  several  years 
past.  As  may  always  be  expected,  small  ills  and  com- 
plaints incident  to  childhood  have  prevailed  as  usual,  but 
there  has  only  been  one  serious  case  of  illness  (that  of  a 
child  suffering  from  pneumonia)  in  the  institute  during 
the  past  two  years.  The  Board,  wisely  acting  upon  my 
urgent  suggestion,  made  after  the  epidemic  of  two  years 
since,  has  provided  an  hospital  building,  which  not  only 
furnishes  the  means  of  complete  isolation  of  diseases,  but 
supplies  the  long-felt  want  of  better  attention  and  service 
t(^  the  sick.  This  hospital  building  is  located  a distance 
from  the  main  buildings,  contains  large  rooms,  is  well 
ventilated  and  heated  and  meets  every  requirement  for 
which  it  was  intended.  The  Girls’  Dormitorj^  has  been 
finished  and  occupied  which  gives  much  more  room  and 
obviates  the  necessity  of  over-crowding  which  heretofore 
was  so  conducive  to  sickness.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  buildings  are  now  in  almost  as  perfect  con- 
dition as  possible  and  I hope  to  report  as  few  cases  of 
serious  illness  in  the  future  as  during  the  past  two  years.

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SUPERIKTEKDEXrS  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Colorado  School  for 

the  Deaf  and  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen: — I have  great  pleasure  in  handing  you 
herewith  a detailed  account  of  the  progress  of  our  school 
for  the  past  biennial  period.  Since  the  time  of  my  last 
regular  report,  the  growth  of  the  school  has  been  constant 
and  rapid.  The  enrollment  has  increased  from  year  to 
year,  until  it  has  reached  177. 

The  efficiency  of  the  school,  too,  has  kept  pace  in  all 
directions  with  the  numerical  growth.  Nor  has  there 
been  any  hindrance  to  our  work  in  the  way  of  sickness 
during  this  period,  there  having  been  no  death  and  but 
one  case  of  serious  illness  among  the  pupils — that  of  a 
small  boy  of  frail  constitution,  who  suffered  from  pneu- 
monia last  winter.  Through  the  skillful  efforts  of  our  ex- 
cellent physician.  Dr.  B.  P.  Anderson,  he  recovered  and 
now  seems  to  be  as  well  as  ever. 

This  is  a most  wonderful  record,  when  we  consider 
the  liability  of  sickness  among  all  children,  and  more 
especially  so  among  those  whose  constitutions  are  often, 
if  not  generally,  seriously  impaired  by  the  diseases  which 
produce  deafness,  or  blindness.  These  things  subject  our 
pupils  to  inroads  of  disease  of  which  normal  children 
know  nothing. 

There  are  three  departments  in  our  school — the  Lit- 
erary, the  Domestic,  the  Industrial.  In  each  of  these  are 
employed  the  most  skilled  instructors  it  is  possible  to 
secure,  each  a specialist  in  his,  or  her,  particular  line  of 
work.  These  enable  us  to  cultivate  to  the  highest  pos- 
sible degree  the  minds,  the  hearts,  the  hands,  the  bodies, 
of  our  pupils.  We  strive  to  fit  each  one  for  usefulness, 
and  to  turn  out  into  the  world  at  the  end  of  their  staj' 
with  us,  not  helpless,  worthless  unfortunates,  but  inde- 
pendent, self-supporting,  self-respecting  citizens, — ladies 
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and  gentlemen  in  that  highest  sense  which  renders  ever}' 
man  and  woman  a wealth-producer.  That  we  fail  some- 
times goes  without  sa3'ing.  But  a mechanic  must  not  be 
considered  culpable,  if  he  fails  to  turn  out  a good  product 
when  he  has  only  poor  material  with  which  to  work.  We 
do  the  best  we  can  with  the  material  in  hand. 

Believing  fully  in  that  old  maxim  that  “an  idle  brain 
is  the  devil’s  workshop,”  we  are  putting  forth  special 
efforts  to  keep  every  pupil  employed  as  much  of  the  time 
as  possible.  The  larger  ones  spend  three  hours  daily,  in- 
cluding Saturda}'s,  in  the  industrial  departments.  The 
smaller  ones,  during  the  afternoon,  are  placed  under 
ladies  who  keep  them  empkn'ed  in  such  handiwork, 
games,  walks,  instructions,  etc.,  as  will  engage  their  little 
busy  minds  and  hands,  and  so  close  many  of  the  avenues 
to  temptation  which  would  otherwise  be  thronged  with 
evil.  These  exercises  are  so  varied  as  to  prevent  mono- 
tony and  fatigue.  In  addition  to  being  kept  out  of  mis- 
chief, the  little  ones  are  thus  taught  habits  of  industry, 
and  their  little  hands  are  started  in  the  directions  which 
lead  to  usefulness  and  happiness. 

Let  it  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  a school 
for  the  education  of  those  children  who  are  deprived,  by 
reason  of  deafness,  or  blindness,  of  the  privileges  of  the 
ordinary  public  schools,  and  not  an  as}'lum  for  the  unfor- 
tunate, nor  a home  for  the  afflicted,  nor  yet  a refuge  for 
the  homeless.  IFe  are  a part  of  the  public  school  sfs- 
tein  of  the  State. 


Lit  era  re. 

The  school  is  peculiar!}'  well  supplied  with  teachers 
in  this  department.  Without  a single  exception  they  are 
men  and  women  of  large  experience  and  decided  ability. 
They  have  been  selected  from  some  of  the  oldest  and  best 
institutions  in  this  country  and  bring  with  them  experi- 
ence, enthusiasm  and  successful  records.  And  our  new 
school  building  is  most  admirably  adapted  to  our  needs. 

There  is,  however,  one  serious  hindrance  to  the  com- 
plete success  in  this  department,  that  without  which  no 
school  can  be  a thoroughly  ideal  one — school  appar- 
atus. The  lack  of  the  necessary  ai>pliances  has  operated 
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seriously  against  us.  With  the  exception  of  a set  of  ana- 
tomical models  and  a few  maps,  we  have  nothing — not 
even  an  air  pump,  nor  a spirit  lamp,  nor  a retort.  ' It  is 
very  evident  that  we  are  most  seriously  hampered  in  our 
efforts  at  instruction.  In  teaching  the  deaf,  or  the  blind, 
there  are  many  difficulties  with  which  we  have  to  con- 
tend natural!}*.  Let  these  not  be  increased  for  the  lack  of 
necessary  appliances,  nor  the  embarrassment  be  inten- 
sified. 

Deaf  Department. 

Years  of  experience  and  observation  have  convinced 
us  that  the  modes  of  instruction  used  in  our  school  are  the 
best  and  the  most  successful,  taking  all  the  deaf  into  con- 
sideration. That  the  “combined  system”  will  prove  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  to  the  unprejudiced  mind. 

A large  number  of  our  pupils  have  some  power  fo 
.hearing.  These  are  taught  through  the  ear.  Others  who 
have  no  hearing  can  be  taught  to  speak  by  proper  effort. 
These  we  teach  articulation  and  lip-reading.  Others 
still  belong  to  neither  of  these  classes  and  can  not  be 
taught  through  the  ear,  nor  can  the}*  be  taught  to  speak. 
This  is  proved  by  actual  and  faithful  experiment,  and 
then  they  are  turned  over  to  the  teacher  of  the  manual 
methods,  where  it  has  been  proved  beyond  a doubt  that 
every  deaf  child  of  reasonable  intelligence  can  be  taught 
to  use  the  English  language  well.  By  the  manual 
methods  I mean  the  sign  language,  used  as  a medium  of 
communication,  the  manual  alphabet  and  written  lan- 
guage. It  will  thus  be  seen  that  we  use  all  the  methods 
of  instruction  employed  by  any  school  for  the  deaf.  The 
jirime  object  is  the  same  in  all  cases — a correct  use  of  the 
English  language. 

We  have  a regular  course  of  instruction  similar  to 
that  pursued  in  our  public  schools,  in  which  the  work  of 
the  teacher  of  each  grade  is  mapped  out  and  well-defined. 
At  the  close  of  the  past  session,  June  1st,  1892,  IMaximilian 
Kestner,  of  Denver,  having  completed  the  j)rescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  satisfactory  examinations,  was 
graduated  from  the  school.  He  goes  to  Washington,  D

C.,  this  fall  to  ptirsue  more  advanced  studies  at  the  Na- 
tional Deaf-Mute  College.  * 

Articulation. 

The  work  in  this  line  has  been  of  such  an  encourag- 
ing character  during  the  past  session  that  an  additional 
teacher  has  been  employed  for  the  j)resent  session.  ' It  is 
the  plan  of  the  school  to  give  ever}’  child  who  enters  an 
opportunity  to  learn  to  speak.  Such  as  make  commend- 
able progress,  after  a fair  trial,  are  given  lessons  in  artic- 
ulation and  sjieech  reading  daily.  Those  who  show  no 
aptitude  for  ac(piiring  either  are  ]>laced  in  the«manual 
classes. 

A ural  Class. 

Twenty-two  of  our  pu])ils  have  received  all  their  in- 
struction through  the  ear  during  the  past  session.  I do 
not  claim  that  the' regular  use  of  the  ear  iniproi^es  the 
child’s  hearing,  hut  I do  claim  that  there  is  as  much 
reason  in  supposing  that  the  aural  apparatus  is  rendered 
healthy  and  active  by  use,  as  that  the  hand,  or  the  arm, 
is  strengthened  by  use.  I claim  also  that  a child’s  ability 
to  distinguish  sounds  improves  by  daily  pr.actice.  So 
long,  then,  as  we  have  pupils  p()s^essing  a sufficient 
power  of  hearing  to  receive  aural  instruction,  this  class 
should  be  maintained.  There  are  many  children  who 
have  to  drop  out  of  our  public  schools  because  they  are 
hard  of  hearing,  to  whom  this  class  will  prove  a great 
blessing. 

Our  Art  Department 

Has  kept  pace  with  the  other  features  of  the  school 
and  the  work  done  will  compare  ver}’  favorably  with  that 
done  in  any  of  our  public  schools.  vSome  of  the  work  done 
during  the  past  session  has  attracted  much  attention  and 
called  forth  much  j>raise.  The  handsome  dro;)-curtain  for 
our  assembly  hall,  as  well  as  the  scroll  work  and  screens 
for  the  stage,  were  executed  by  our  art  teacher,  assisted 
by  his  pupils. 

The  Kinclerg’arten. 

(4nl}’  a year  ago  last  September  was  this  new  depart- 
ure tried  in  onr  school.  It  is  no  longer  an  experiment. 
The  work  accomplished  by  both  the  deaf  and  the  blind 
children  has  been  of  so  satisfactorv  a character  as  to 
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establish  this  as  one  of  the  features  of  the  school.  It  is 
no  less  popular  with  the  pupils  than  with  the  teachers 
and  management.  All  has  been  excellent,  but  I regard 
the  cla3^  modeling  as  peculiarl}'  fine.  Manj"  competent 
judges  pronounce  it  the  best  thej’  have  ever  seen. 

The  Blind  Department. 

The  increase  in  attendance  here  has  been  greater 
even  than  in  the  deaf  department.  Five  j^ears  ago 
there  were  but  thirteen  blind  children  in  the  school. 
Last  session  alone  we  enrolled  fort3’--eight,  and  the  present 
liiennial  term  has  brought  the  numlier  up  to  sixty. 

The  course  of  stud\"  is  the  same  as  that  prescribed  for 
the  citj'  schools  and  a good  man^’  of  our  pupils’  progress 
will  compare  ver}^  favorabl}^  with  that  of  their  seeing 
brethren. 

We  still  use  the  s^'stem  of  raised  t^'pe  which  has  been 
in  the  school  since  the  establishment  of  the  department. 
An  effort  is  made  to  teach  ever3"  pupil  the  line  print,  or 
the  raised  type,  as  it  is  generall3’  called,  first.  Most  of 
those  who  come  to  us  in  earl3'  life  learn  to  read  this  quite 
well,  but  there  are  some  who  cannot.  After  this,  we 
teach  the  New  York  Point  S3’stem,  which  is  much  more 
readil3’  learned,  for  the  reas()n  that  it  is  easier  to  feel  a 
point  than  a line. 

This  point  print  consists  of  a regular  S3"stem  of  semi- 
perforations, or  indentations,  made  in  thick,  stiff  pajier 
1)3’  means  of  a hlunt  pointed  little  stilus,  a certain  num-  / 
her  of  these  points,  occup3’ing  a certain  position  with 
respect  to  each  other,  rejiresenting  the  respective  letters 
of  the  alphabet. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  Instruct- 
ors of  the  Bliml,  held  at  Brantford,  Ontario,  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind  was  authorized  to  print 
hereafter  all  books  in  this  New  York  Point  S3’stem,  thus 
making  an  effort  for  uniformit3’  in  t3"pe  for  the  blind, 
which  is  so  desirable. 

Another  advantage  in  the  use  of  the  point  print  is 
that  the  blind  not  onU'  read,  but  can  also  write,  it  and 
thus  communicate  with  friends  at  a ilistance.  Their 
music  lessons,  as  well  as  their  literar3’  exercises,  are

written  oft  in  this  type,  wliich  is  a wonderful  aid  to  them 
in  their  regular  work. 

A few  of  the  American  schools  for  the  blind  use  a dif- 
ferent system  of  jioint  print  known  as  the  Braille,  in- 
vented b}’  Louis  Braille,  of  France,  many  years  ago,  but 
the  original  arrangement  has  undergone  so  man}'  and  so 
great  changes,  and  there  are  so  many  “modifications”  of 
it  that  it  is  really  confusing  to  know  what  is  meant 
now,  when  one  speaks  of  “Braille.”  But  a still  more  im- 
portant feature  of  the  situation  is  that  it  requires  much 
more  space  to  write,  or  print,  it  and  the  greater  length  of 
the  letters  is  vertical,  instead  of  horizontal,  and  is  so  more 
diflicult  to  read,  since  it  re<[uires  a greater  effort  to  grasp 
the  letters. 

During  the  past  year  onr  blind  boys  have  given  a 
series  of  entertainments  to  which  a small  admission  fee 
was  charged  aiid  by  this  means  have  raised  a sufficiency 
of  funds  to  ptirchase  a set  of  fine  band  instruments,  upon 
which  they  have  learned  to  })lay  cpiite  well,  jiaying  for 
their  instruction  as  well. 

The  Domestic  Department. 

The  home-like  character  of  this  department  has  been 
rendered  even  more  efficient  in  several  wa}'S.  An  assist- 
ant matron  has  been  appointed  to  lot)k  after  all  the  little 
ones  while  out  of  school  during  certain  hours,  and  the 
little  girls  all  the  time.  She  is  to  he  with  them  con- 
stantlr,  to  attend  to  all  their  needs,  to  teech  them  lessons 
of  neatness,  propriety,  gentleness,  imhistry,  and  useful- 
ness. While  not  in  the  care  of  the  assistant  matron,  the 
little  hoys  are  in  charge  of  a lady  whose  own  child 
is  one  of  our  pupils  and  who  can  fully  sym])athize  with 
all  mothers  who  have  children  with  us. 

The  girls  are  admirably  well  provided  with  sleeping 
apartments  so  nice!}'  furnished  in  our  elegant  new  “Girl’s 
Hall,”  erected  out  of  fumls  appropriated  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  In  their  own  house,  entirely  se])arate 
from  all  the  other  buildings,  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  assistant  matron  and  girls’  supervisor  day 
and  night,  they  are  well  protected  against  all  improjjer 
influences  and  dangers.  As  an  additional  safegxiard,  the 
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apartments  of  the  superintendent  and  his  family  are  in 
this  building,  and  the  night-watchman  pays  hourly  visits 
through  the  halls.

Industrial. 


The  larger  pupils  are  all  taught  some  species  of  hand- 
icraft at  which  the3"  maj^  hope  to  make  a living  after 
leaving  school.  Such  trades  have  been  selected  as  have 
been  practicable  and  have  suggested  themselves  as  best 
adapted  to  the  learner  and  the  country"  in  which  he  is  to 
live. 

The  larger  deaf  bo^'s  have  been  taught  carpentry",  cab- 
inet making  and  printing.  The  larger  blind  bo\'s  have 
broom  and  mattress  making  and  chair  seating.  All  these 
departments  have  proved  ver^"  satisfactory'  and  a source 
of  small  revenue  to  the  school,  since  we  find  ready'  sale 
for  all  our  products.  But  the  most  pleasing  and  import- 
ant feature  of  it  is  that  we  have  turned  out  jiersons  from 
these  shops  who  are  now  doing  well  at  their  trades. 

The  larger  girls  are  taught  the  various  branches  of 
house-work,  together  with  dress-making,  needle-work, 
hammock-weaving,  embroidery',  etc.  The  larger  deaf 
girls  took  lessons  in  bread  making  and  baking  last 
session,  which  proved  very'  helpful  to  them.  They'  made 
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all  the  bread  we  used  for  mouths.  This  year  we  are 
giving  lessons  to  two  classes  of  deaf  boys,  whose  parents 
requested  that  they  be  taught  baking. 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  for  the  past  two  years  has  reached 
177.  Of  this  number  135  liave  been  enrolled  the  present 
session.

Causes  of  Deafness. 

In  my  last  two  reports  1 have  given  much  space  to 
the  discussion  of  this  subject,  and  so  shall  not  deal  in 
detail  with  it  here.  For  particulars  1 refer  the 
reader  to  the  tabulated  statements  at  the  end  of  this  re- 
port. I should  like,  however,  to  throw  out  just  a word  of 
warning  to  parents.  If  the  causes  of  deafness  and  blind- 
ness assigned  are  all  to  be  credited,  one  can  readily  see 
that  the  utmost  care  possible  should  be  exercised,  since 
several  of  our  pupils  have  lost  their  hearing,  or  sight, 
from  apparently  very  trivial  causes.  Parents  cannot  he 
too  careful  of  their  children’s  eyes  and  ears. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  deaf  children  en- 
rolled, the  following  are  the  assigned  causes  of  deafness  :

Twentj^  of  these  became  blind  at  two  A^ears  of  age,  or 
3’ounger;  fifteen  at  five,  or  under;  nine  at  ten,  or  under; 
one  at  eleven;  two  at  twelve;  two  at  twentj^-seven;  one  at 
twent3"-eigbt,  and  one  at  thirtj^-eight. 

Charig-es. 

Since  the  publication  of  our  last  report,  a number  of 
changes  have  taken  place  in  our  corps  of  officers  and 
teachers.  The  Hons.  Henri  R.  Foster,  of  Denver,  and  J. 
\V.  Stillman,  of  Colorado  Springs,  who  had  served  the 
school  most  faithfull}’  and  efficientU’  as  members  of  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees,  the  former  six  j-ears  and  the  latter 
three,  whose  terms  of  office  having  expired  in  March,  1891, 
were  succeeded  b}'  Col.  Henr^’  Bowman,  of  Idaho  Springs, 
who  had  previoush"  been  connected  with  the  Board  four 
3^ears,  and  Hon.  J.  F.  Humphrej',  of  Colorado  Springs. 
Both  of  these  gentlemen  have  been  long  identified  with 
educational  interests  in  their  respective  counties. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  McWhorter  succeeded  Mrs.  Anna  Richards 
as  matron,  at  the  close  of  the  school  3'ear  1891,  and  she 
was  succeeded  h3"  Mrs.  Lena  B.  Elder,  JUI3"  1st,  1892. 
Mrs.  Elder’s  daughter,  Edith,  has  been  appointed  clerk 
and  visitors’  attendant.  Miss  Ada  R.  King,  for  a number 
of  3'ears  at  the  head  of  the  articulation  department  of  the 
Hartford,  Conn.,  school  for  the  deaf,  succeeded  Miss  L.  K. 
Thomj)son,  as  teacher  of  articulatioti,  in  1891.  Miss  Pru- 
dence E.  Burchard,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  articulation 
work  in  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Rome,  X.  Y.,  has  been 
added  to  this  department  of  our  school.  Mr.  J.  A.  Tilling- 
hast,  himself  the  son  of  deaf  parents,  a full  graduate  of 
one  of  our  best  colleges,  and  having  taken  a special  course 
at  the  National  Deaf-Mute  College,  at  Washington,  I).  C., 
has  been  added  to  t)ur  corps  of  teachers  in  the  deaf  de- 
partment, Mr.  S.  W.  Gilbert,  who  filled  the  place  for  him 
last  3’ear,  having  taken  a position  in  the  Indianapolis 
school  for  the  deaf. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  W3’nn  who  has  been  connected  with  the 
blind  department  of  the  school  since  its  establishment,  in 
1888,  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  in  June  1892,  and  the 
position  is  tiow  filled  1)3’  Miss  Mar3’  P.  Wright,  who  comes 
to  us  from  the  (9hio  school  for  the  blind,  bringing  a most 
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satisfactory  record.  The  growth  of  this  department  has 
made  it  necessary  to  add  another  teacher,  and  Miss  Jessie 
Baker,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  has  taught  the  blind 
several  years,  takes  the  place. 

The  kindergarten,  alread}"  referred  to,  was  established 
and  is  still  presided  over  Iw  Miss  Margaret  H.  Ta^dor,  who 
for  some  time  was  a teacher  in  the  Ro^’al  College  for  the 
Blind  in  London,  England,  and  has  since  been  connected 
with  the  Illinois  school  for  the  Blind. 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Manning  resigned  her  position  as  teacher 
of  the  aural  class  in  the  spring  of  1891  and  was  succeeded 
by  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Miller,  who  has  since  been  appointed  as- 
sistant matron.  Miss  Mary  Harbert,  for  a longtime  girls’ 
supervisor  and  seamstress,  on  account  of  feeble  health, 
resigned  in  the  summer  of  1891.  Miss  Kate  Cree,  an  ex- 
perienced dress  maker,  and  most  efficient  officer,  suc- 
seeds  Miss  Harbert  as  seamstress,  and  Miss  Hattie  Swiler 
succeeds  to  the  position  of  girls’  supervisor. 

Dr.  E,  M.  Marbourg,  who  for  three  years  has  served 
the  school  most  successfully  as  oculist  and  aurist,  with- 
out charge,  resigned  and  Dr.  S.  W.  Morrison  of  this  city 
succeeded  him.  Mr.  John  \V.  Taylor  now  gives  his  whole 
time  to  the  care  of  the  heating  plant  and  the  broom  and 
mattress  shops,  and  Mrs.  Taylor  succeeds  him  as  bo^^s’ 
supervisor.  Mrs.  Taylor  has  had  charge  of  the  small 
boys  for  two  years.  Mr.  H.  M.  Harbert  has  also  given  up 
his  class  in  the  literary  department  to  devote  his  time  to 
the  jirinting  office. 

Our  Thanks 

Are  due  and  are  hereby  most  heartil3'  tendered  the 
newspapers  of  our  cit\^  which  have  shown  the  school  in- 
numerable favors:  the  merchants  and  other  citizens  who 
have  contributed  in  so  mari}^  wa^’s  to  the  pleasure  and 
comfort  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  for  other  special  favors; 
the  publishers  of  several  of  the  newspapers  of  the  State, 
and  most  of  the  institutions  of  the  various  states,  who 
have  furnished  us  with  their  papers;  the  American  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Society  for  the  Distribu- 
tion of  Evangelical  Literature  among  the  Blind,  for  a 
number  of  publications. 
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PernianC'nt  Iniprf>veiiients. 

The  Girls’  Hall  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made 
1)3’  the  last  General  AssembG^  has  been  completed  and  is 
now  in  use.  The  structure  is  of  white  lava  stc'iie, 
trimmed  with  pink  lava,  has  two  stories  and  a basement, 
with  a separate  projection  in  the  rear,  connected  bj*  a cor- 
ridor, in  which  are  all  the  lavatory’,  bathing  and  water 
closet  conveniences.  The  arrangement  renders  aii3’ 
trouble  from  sewer  gas,  or  other  stench  in  the  sleeping 
rooms  impossible.  In  the  building  proper  in  the  base- 
ment are  four  large  plaA’  and  reading  rooms.  Upon  the 
main  floor  are  to  be  found  the  girls’  work  room,  the  as- 
sistant matron’s  room,  the  supervisor’s  room,  the  Super- 
intendent’s apartments  and  two  large,  well-lighted,  well 
ventilated  dormitories  for  the  smaller  girls.  Upon  the 
up]>er  floor  are  thirteen  nice  rooms  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate four  large  girls  each,  thus  providing  a privacy’ 
which  is  so  desirable.  The  building  is  so  constructed  as 
to  permit  the  sun  to  shine  into  every  room  at  some  time 
every  da3’. 

The  sickness  which  prevailed  in  the  school  three 
3’ears  ago  showed  the  absolute  need  of  a separate  building 
for  hospital  purposes.  A neat  wooden  structure  of  five 
rooms,  with  all  modern  conveniences,  including  a sun 
bath  for  convalescents,  was  erected  at  a cost  of  $4,000.(K). 

The  unsightH’  old  wooden  fence  which  was  so  dilapi- 
dated has  been  replaced  1)3’  a handsome  iron  fence  which 
cost  $2,141..‘)0.  Laundr3’  machiner3’  has  been  put  in  at  a 
cost  of  $1,250.(K).  The  new  school  house  has  heen  fur- 
nished with  new  desks  and  the  assembly  hall  with  neat 
folding  chairs.  A piano  and  cabinet  organ  have  been, 
purchased  for  the  blind  department.  There  are  main’ 
other  items  of  which  space  forbids  mention,  which  belong 
to  the  ordinar3'  improvements. 

Coni'entions. 

During  the  past  summer,  our  school  had  the  i)rivilege 
and  pleasure  of  entertaining  the  “Conference  of  Superin- 
tendents and  Principals  of  American  Schools  for  the 
Deaf,”  August  7-11.  This  meeting  was  attended  b3’  130 
])ersons,  representing  the  Institutions  of  most  of  the 
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States  of  tlie  Union  from  Massachusetts  to  California,  and 
two  of  the  Canadian  schools.  A good  many  of  the  most 
eminent,  active  and  distinguished  men  and  women  in  the 
profession  were  present,  several  of  whom  have  an  inter- 
national reputation  in  this  particular  field  of  labor.  The 
discussions  and  the  papers  read  were  interesting,  instruc- 
tive and  inspiring  to  an  unusual  degree.  It  was  pro- 
nounced h}'  competent  judges  to  be  one  of  the  most  pleas- 
ant and  successful  meetings  of  the  Conference  ever  held. 
It  was  a great  blessing  to  our  school,  and  I feel  that  the 
impetus  given  the  work  .among  us  will  be  of  lasting  as- 
sistance to  us.  The  spirit  of  the  meeting  was  truly  a 
lieuedictiou. 

In  addition  to  the  above  meeting,  it  was  1113'  privilege, 
through  your  kindness,  to  attend  for  four  daj’s  the  ses- 
sions of  the  “American  Association  to  Promote  the  Teach- 
ing of  Speech  to  the  Deaf,”  which  met  at  Lake  George,  N. 
Y.,  Jul}^  28  to  August  8;  and  the  “Convention  of  Instruc- 
tors of  American  Institutions  for  the  Blind,”  held  in 
Brantford,  Ontario.  Both  these  meetings  were  verj^ 
largel}"  attended  and  were  most  helpful  in  their  character. 
Space  forbids  a detailed  account  of  the  proceedings. 
These  are  to  be  had  in  pamphlet  form,  to  which  I respect- 
fnll\"  refer  the  reader.

Some  Sugg'estions. 

In  m3'  last  re])ort  I suggested  the  propriet3'  of  having 
the  manual,  or  “deaf  and  dumb,”  alphabet,  as  it  is  gener- 
all3'  called,  published  in  the  text  books  of  our  public 
schools.  As  man3'  communities  now  furnish  free  text 
l)o()ks  for  the  pupils,  the  suggestion  can  be  the  more 
easiU'  carried  out.  Any  one  can  readily  see  that  the 
object  of  this  is  to  familiarize  our  public  school  children 
with  a method  of  communicating  with  the  deaf,  who  are 
so  freipientB'  shut  off  from  manv  social  jileasures  which 
the3'  would  otherwise  enjo3'. 

For  four  3’ears  past  I have  been  urging  the  necessit3' 
of  a School  for  Feeble-minded  Children.  The  need  of 
such  an  institution  is  so  apparent  to  aii3'  one  who  has 
thought  along  this  line,  that  I need  not  again  argue  its 
im|)ortance.  1 have  in  m3'  possession  the  names  of  fift3'

or  more  children,  who  so  much  need  the  fostering  care  of 
such  a school.  I most  sincerely  hope  that  the  efforts  now 
making  for  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  may 
succeed. 

In  Conclusion, 

Permit  me,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  to  thank  you  for 
the  uniform  kindness,  the  cordial  support  and  the  wise 
counsel  which  I have  received  at  )a>ur  hands,  as  well  as 
for  the  deep  interest  Amur  labors  have  manifested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  school,  and  without  which  it  could  not  have 
attained  its  past  success,  its  present  standard  of  useful- 
ness and  its  prospects  for  so  bright  a future.  To  those  of 
us  who  have  watched  with  so  much  interest  the  strides 
which  have  been  made  during  these  recent  )mars  the  suc- 
cess attained  is  most  gratifying  and  the  outlook  most 
pleasing  and  encouraging.  May  these  prove  to  be  011I3" 
the  buddings  of  what  we  ma}’^  expect  and  hope  for  in  the 
future.
